It requires 
but 1/20 of a second for the radio signals to 
cover the intervening miles. 


Malcolm P. Hanson, Chief Radio Operator 
with the Byrd Expedition, to whom the 1929 
medal of the Veteran Wireless Operators’ 
Association was presented for distinguished 
service, writes: 


“ * * * Radio places New York within one- 
twentieth second of our fingertips and brings 
the sound waves from many concerts and 
speeches to our ears even before they reach 
a good part of the audience itself. Great, 
indeed, is our debt to radio development. 
* * Our daily communication schedules with 
the expedition’s contingent at Dunedin, New

Zealand, and with The New York ‘Times 
and other stations in the States are seldom 
interrupted. * * Two or three times daily 
news bulletins issuing from our radio room

Thus the men, isolated over 2,000 miles from 
the nearest human habitation, send and _ re- 
ceive news in the snow-and-ice-locked region 
which is to be their habitat for two years or 
more.
